are now' Jn tho Supreme court of the 
United States for final adjudication. 
Great Record fo r Mr. Taft. 
In the three y ears of Mr. Taft's ad­ 
ministration there were brought un­ 
der the Sherman anti trust law: 
Twenty -two civil suits.

WING to the ex tensiv e u se of profane jand blasphemou s lan­ 
gu age hav ing become bo common seemingly among people in 
all walks of life, many hav e been try ing to sohc the problem 
why this shou ld be in ou r ad v anced stage of civ ilization. Some­ 
time ago I noticed an ex planation coming from Prof. Thomas 
It. Lau nshu rg, which is as follows: 
Profanity is a brain test. 
The habit is in consequ ence 
su bject to the general laws gov erning intensitiv cness. 
To a 
v ery great ex tent the practice of swearing is specially charac­ 
teristic of a ru d e and imperfect civ ilization. 
With the ad v ance of cu ltu re profu nity d eclines. 
It d eclines not so 
mu ch becau se men become pecu liarly sensitiv e to its v iciou sness, h u t they 
d o to its ineffectiv eness, with the growth of refinement, both in th e ind i­ 
v id u al and in tho commu nity . 
Mu ch mu st alway s he allowed in the case of particu lar persons for 
tho influ ence of early training and association. 
Ex ceptions are, there­ 
fore, too nu merou s to lay d own any positiv e ru le; still, it is safe to say 
in general th at a man’s intellectu al d ev elopment is largely d etermined 
b y the ex tent of his ind u lgence in profanity . 
I fu lly ind orse the professor’s remarks as to profanity being ft brain 
test, and that it can bIiow bu t a mental weakness amongst those who allow 
themselv cB to fall into the h abit; bu t I beg to d iffer with him as to the 
possibility of its d iminishing with mod em cu ltu re and ed u cation, which 
lias fu lly been d emonstrated in the past, as there is no time in ou r history 
where the opportu nities were greater for ed u cation and cu ltu re and where 
we shou ld be at the height of perfection in this respect. 
And if this shou ld lie a mark of the d ecrease of profanity it shou ld 
l» e a lost, chord in ou r present age; bu t, on the other hand , there is no 
period of ou r ad v anced civ ilization or cou ld there be, ev en in th e d ark 
ages, where the u se of profane and bad langu age has ex isted to any 
greater ex tent th an at the present time. 
As to its being checked among 
tho y ou ths in their early training, this seems to bo impossible u nd er the 
present cond itions, when it b« s permeated among the fx irents, ev en in 
their own homes, and where the child ren cannot av oid 
learning it before they lcav o the crad le. 


What is need ed to rid the cou ntry of profane lan­ 
gu age is to start in ou r schools and colleges an ed u ­ 
cation of clean speech, and rcBpeet for rev erence, which 
is fast being d riv en ou t by blasphemou s and filthy 
tongu es, and to assist this the lawn of the land thnt 
ex ist throu ghou t the cou ntry and which were mad e 
to protect u s against blasphemy and other forms of 
low langu age shou ld be v igorou sly enforced . *

Originally a theatrical order, 
the 
Elks grew out of a colony of English 
semi-professional actors who gather­ 
ed In 1867 at a boarding house on 
Elm street, New York. A- n ew ex cise 
law had just been passed which made 
it prohibitory for an individual to 
purchase liquor in quantities to bo 
consumed on the premises. An organ 
ization could, however, on Saturday 
night, lay in a supply for Sunday con 
sumption. The organization of 
the 
“ Jolly y Corks” 
was the result, 
the 
name being taken from that of a sim 
liar organization in England formed 
fo r the same object, evading the ex ­ 
cise law. 


Start Was Humble. 
From tho,se humble and not overly 
credible beginnings the mighty order 
of Elks grew, but it is not even nec­ 
essary to state that not a taint of the 
origin attaches to the 
o rder today , 
containing as it does some o f 
the 
best men in America. 
Right aro und the co rner from the 
Elm street place was Tony Pasto r’s 
theatre on the Bowery . A number of 
professional actors from Pasto r's join 
ed the Jolly oCrks. These men had a 
glimpse of a greature future for the 
organization than any Cork had con­ 
ceived. The time was ripe for 
the 
growth of an order founded upon 
benevolence and good 
fellowship.. 
The great wound of the nation was 
still an open sore and men's hearts 
y earned for a closer companionship. 
The name was changed to the Elks, 
last vestige of the Jolly Corks disap­ 
peared. The bars were let down to all 
who could meet the qualifications of 
Elkdom. 


F irst Lodge Formed. 
New York lodge No. 1 was insti­ 
tuted Feb. 1G, 1868 and a few hours 
later at Philadelphia, whither word, 
had gone forth, the New York team 
conferred th^ degrees upon the mem 
hers of Philadelphia 
lodge No. 2. 
Skipping the 4 4 y ears of growth in­ 
tervening the Elk« now has a mem­ 
bership of 400,000 members in about 
1300 lodges. They have $17,000,000 
Invested in homes and last y ear the 
to tal donations to charity 
reached 
almost half a million dollars. 
The order has the y iost l>erfeet na­ 
tional organization of any secret so­ 
ciety , lodges being numbered consec­ 
utively as instituted and but 
one 
lodge being permitted to a city with 
the ex ception of New York, which is 
allowed one for each of the five bor­ 
oughs. No city below 5000 in popu­ 
lation is permitted 
to suppo rt 
a 
lodge. 
Handsome Homes Built. 
As soon as a new lodge is institut­ 
ed the ambitioii is born to own its 
own home and this has resulted in 
the erection 
of magnificent 
Elks’ 
homes. New York leads with its 14- 
Btory home, No. 1, at 108-116 "West 
4 3rd St., built a y ear ago at a cost 
of $1,500,000. This completely ap­ 
pointed buildin gis headquarters for 


2800 members of the original lodge 
and for visaing Elks from all over 
the country . Philadelphia 
preceded 
the metropolis in building at 1120 
Arch street, beinjp dedicated April 
25, 1906. To give a complete list of 
the splendid buildings owned by the 
Elks, would stretch bey ond the lim­ 
its of this article. Boston has a $200- 
000, IjOs Angeles has ex pended $100- 
000; Erie, Pa., $125,000; 
Denver, 
$100.000; Wichita, Kas., $50,000; 
Logansport, Ind., $40,000; 
Albany , 
Ga., is the proud little city of Elk­ 
dom, for possessing little more than 
the 5,000 necessary to entitle It to a 
lodge, it boasts a $25,000 home. 
National Home for Aged. 
The Elk« maintain a national home 
for aged and indigent members 
at 
Bedford, Va. It is at present housed 
in a hotel building purchased 
for 
$50,000 and dedicated May 21, 1003 
but at the national convention 
held 
in Detroit in 1910, a new building 
w as authorized, to cost a million dol­ 
lars. — From the ‘‘Secret 
Society 
Zoo,” in the April Hampto n’s Maga­ 
zine.

The National Woman's 
Congress 
In Berlin this ijo nth is « aid to have 
been a great success from beginning 
to end. W oman's position and por- 
gress in education, in the profession* 
business 
a dd art, 
In philanthropy 
and in politics were discussed, and 
it is reported that the most absorb­ 
ing feature was the question of wo­ 
man's legal rights. A Writer in one 
of the leading German 
magazines 
say s: “They hav<* 
conquered 
the 
universities, the professions and the 
trades, they have gained a high place 
in offices pertaining to the common 
weal, and now they are uriving with 
quiet persistence to obtain the fran­ 
chise.” 
The wife of the 
Imperial 
Chancellor entertained the 600 dele­ 
gates at the palace. 


Frederick Pethlc Lawrence, one of 
the leaders of the suffrage movement 
in England, is now imprisoned 
in 
Holloway jail as a result of the re­ 
cent militant demonstration in lx>n- 
don. The head of the family , Sir Ed­ 
ward DWerling Lawrence, is in high 
standing at court and is a very rich 
man. He has no children and a few 
y ears ago arranged that hi« nephew, 
Frederick Pethlc Lawrence, 
should 
become his heir. They disagreed on 
the question of woman suffrage and 
the y ounger 
man was given 
his 
choice between a title and very great 
wealth*on the one hand or the cause 
of woman suffrage on the other. 
He 
choee the cause and his uncle select­ 
ed another heir. 


In France, the National Union of 
Suffrage societies, 
less than three 
y ears old, has a » aid up membership 
of six thousand. 
Its numbers have 
more than doubled In the past y ear. 
The annual report Bhows that a y ear 
ago there were seven societies in the 
Union, while at present there are six 
teen, with twelve more in process of 
organization. 243 members of 
the 
French Parliament are working for 
the passage of a hill giving munici­ 
pal suffrage to women. 


M. Deschamps, in adecture before 
I he British Federation of the French 
alliance in Lo ndo n/cho se for his sub 
joct, “ Literary Women 
of Paris,” 
say ing that In decent y ears one 
of 
the most noteworthy things in 
the 
world of letters, especially in Paris, 
was the trium phant entry of women 
into the literary field, once occupied 
almodt ex clusively by man. The suc­ 
cess won by women In novel writ­ 
ing, in poetry , in history , on the loc-, 
ture platform, 
and In 
the public 
press, has attracted universal atten­ 
tion and admiration. 
Frau Minna Oauer, veteran lender 
o f , the Woman,$ujfragja 
movement 
in Germany , addressed one of the 
largest audiences of the National Wo­ 
men’s oGngress at Berlin last month, 
her subject being, “German Women 
and Politics.” She called attention to 
the fact that the organization oof the 
German woman 
suffragists, 
which 
but a few y ears ago had but a small 
number of adherents, had now spread I 
thro ugho ut nil part» of the co untry 1 
and had become a factor to he reck­ 
oned with. It is reported that her ad­ 
dress was listened to with profound 
attention and ihat 3‘ie was given 
a 
great ovation 
at tho close of 
the 
meeting. 


Cables from China say that the 
Provincial Assembly at Canton 
is 
oomponed of reprc&eruatlve pec p)o 
from the different distn *ts, nni a« 
a sign of the progressive character of 
the Chinese, ten women have been 
seated as represntalives. 
The Era club of New Orleans, one 
of the most important suffrage o r­ 
ganizations in this country , at its last 
meeting passed the following resolu­ 
tions: That the Era club congratu­ 
lates the men of China on creating 
the world’s first roal republic and 
that the Era club requests 
the wo­ 
men of China to send political 
mis­ 
sionaries to the United 
States 
to 
teach the principles of true democ­ 
racy to American men. 
The resolution was fordarded to 
the Chlneso ambassador at Washing­ 
ton, with the request that it be tran* 
mitted to his home land. 
The Nevada campaign Is being re­ 
cruited from tho enfranchised states 
by whihc it is nurrounded. Mrs. Clar­ 
ence Mackay Is honorary president 
of the state association, while Unit­ 
ed States Senator Newlands, Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Boss, the Bishop of 
Nevada, the President of the state 
university and other prominent men 
are also members of the 
advisory 
board. 
Sweden is in the midst of its mu­ 
nicipal elections, to which 
women 
are eligible, and six women are can­ 
didates for office in Sitoekholm. The 
government bill to ex tend tho parli­ 
amentary vote to women was intro ­ 
duced in the Riksdag a few day s ago 
and is now being discussed by the 
members, a majority of whom 
are 
known to be in favor of the 
meas­ 
ure. 


In eecurii» *. the services of Miss Jane 
Addau*« v « f Hull House, who will 
go to the Sunflower state in 
Ma y and 
roHtain a few weeks for the purpose 
p ( helping in the campaign for votes 
to r women.

Tho Ohio Woman Suffrage cam­ 
paign Is thoroughly organized, 
and 
plans have been perfected to cover 
I every part of the state. Mr» . Cath­ 
erine Waugh McCulloch and 
Mns. Ol­ 
iver W. Stewart, the two leading ad­ 
vocates in the cause In Chicago, and 
Mrs. Wm. W arner Penfleld, chairman 
of the Woman Suffrage party of New 
York, are among the volunteers far 
service In the Buckey e state. 
A press dispatch from Tex as is to 
the effect that when the state demo­ 
cratic ex ecutive committee meets it 
will be memorialized by the Women’s 
clubs of Tex as to submit to the June 
Primaries the proposition of whether 
o r not the nex t legislature shall sub­ 
mit a constitutional amendment fa- 
forable to woman suffrage. 
New Hampshire was the flrst New 
England state to give school suffrage 
to women, and present indications 
are that it will lead in granting to 
them full citizenship. 
The State 
Grange has endorsed the measure, 
the Labor Unions have approved It, 
tho Men’s Non-Partisan League 
is 
using Its influence, 
the Dartmouth 
College 
Men’s I^eague for Woman 
Suffrage is working for it, the col 
lege women have organized, and the 
men and women all over the state 
troro Jojnjng suffrage « oofieties and 
contributing to the 
campaign fund.
